Directors of Board of Trade Get 
Busy on Various Matters of 
Publicity and Other 
Thingrs. 


A special meetini* of the board of 
directors of the Board of Trade was held 
in the directors’ room of the First 
National Bank last nij^ht. Present: 
Messrs. Thomis, Peeler, Kerstin^, Ferry. 
The meeting was called to consider the 
matter of advertisin'* Sierra Madrc in an 
effective manner. Henry W. Montee 
and Wm. G. Ross presented a proposi¬ 
tion in the shape of a striking and beau¬ 
tiful booklet, profusely illustrated with 
half-tone engravings, with interesting 
reading matter and an attractive cover 
design; the printing to be neatly done 
in colored ink on tinted enameled paper. 
This book is to be issued under the aus¬ 
pices of the Sierra Madre Board of Trade. 
For a reasonable price these gentlemen 
agreed to write, illustrate and print, 
ready for mailing, 5,COO of these book¬ 
lets. No private advertisements of any 
kind are to appear i,i this publication. 
A booklet full of advertisements usually 
proves obnoxious to the reader; while 
one that aims to set forth the character-! 
istics and advantages of a place in an 
entertaining manner seldom finds the 
waste basket. 

The fact that all the neighboring cities 
and villages have found this class of 
publicity an effective medium for bring¬ 
ing the people to investigate the pecu¬ 
liar advantages of their respective loca¬ 
tions is a strong incentive for Sierra 
Madre to pursue a similar course. Mon¬ 
rovia, Pasadena, Long Beach and Holly¬ 
wood owe a great deal of their prosper¬ 
ity to just this manner of getting before 
the public. 

The treasurer reported the sum cf $135 
in the treasury at present, which, of 
course, is insufficient to cover the ex¬ 
pense of getting out the booklets. But 
it was decided to have the printing 
done, if possible. This would necessi¬ 
tate that all members of the Board of 
Trade, in arrears, pay their dues. 

Mr. Charles Ferry was appointed sec¬ 
retary to fill the unexpired term of Mr. 
Pcgler, who resigned on account of pri¬ 
vate duties and lack of central office lo¬ 
cation.

If, however, it will be 
any satisfaction to your Board of Trade 
and will meet with the approval of the 
majority of your citizens to change the 
runs for the present number of trips per 
day so that some of the cars will leave 
Los Angeles and Sierra Madre at the 
times given in your letter, we will be 
glad to refigure the schedule and try and 
adjust it accordingly, but with the dis- 
tin.7t understanding that this would sim¬ 
ply mean changing the time or schedules 
of some of the cars as indicated, with¬ 
out putting on additional cars or an ad¬ 
ditional number of trips.’’ 

The matter was referred to the News 
to ascertain public sentiment on a read¬ 
justment of the schedule of car service, 
and all interested are requested to com¬ 
municate with this office.

ADDRESSES CITY TRUSTEES 


W. S. Andrews Says Lack of Fire 
Fig^hting Apparatus Is Cause 
of High Insurance 
Rates. 


BAD MONEY MAN 


IS CAPTURED AT ARCADIA 


Officer Purvis Arrests Man Who 
Is Working Slot Machines— 
Much BogrusCoin Found 
When Searched. 


Geo. Purvis, a well known contractor 
of this place is developing considerable 
ability as an officer and detective. Mr. 
Purvis has been superintinding some 
construction work in Arcadia, and has 
been sworn in as a deputy marshal un¬ 
der O. C. Burdie, marshal of Arcadia. 
In the course of his duties some 
days ago, he noticed a well dressed 
young man spending considerable time 
and money on the various gambling 
slot machines in Arcadia and acting 
rather suspiciously. Upon close in¬ 
spection Purvis found that one of the 
coins which had become stuck in the 
slot machine was a counterfeit. There¬ 
upon Purvis placed the young man un¬ 
der arrest and upon searching him, 
found fifteen or twenty dollars in 
counterfeit half and quarter dollars. 
In the slot machine which the man 
was so interested in was found an 
additional number of bogus coins, 
amounting to some fifteen dollars. The 
young man was taken to the Los 
Angeles county jail and the federal 
authorities took the matter up, and an 
investigation disclosed a complete 
counterfeiter’s outfit in the young man's 
room. It was considered a very im¬ 
portant capture. Officer Purvis was 
also instrumental in causing the pun¬ 
ishment of some parties who abused 


their horses. 

Picnic at Long Beach. 

The Modem Woodmen of America 
will hold a big picnic at Long Beach 
September 6. 


The attention of the board of city 
trustees was called last night to the lack 
of fire protection in this city, by Mr. 
W. S. Andrews, v/}io stated that the 
board of underwriters had thoroughly 
investigated conditions here, and as a 
result insurance rates in the business 
section had gone skyward. 

The pressing necessity for providing 
protection from fire is very apparent, 
but there are many matters to be ad¬ 
justed, principal among which is the 
securing of water for this purpose. But 
a chemical engine would be an excellent 
thing in the meantime, and the expense 
would not be great. 

I 

Complaint was made to the trustees 
that the water service at the cemetery 
had been shut off. It was claimed that 
in order to obtain water for plants and 
flowers it had to be carried in from the 
outside. As the cemetery is owned and 
controlled by private interests, the 
trustees possibly have no control over 
this matter, but the matter will be look¬ 
ed into and an effort made to secure 
proper service. 

The matter of improving Central ave¬ 
nue was taken up, and after adopting ' 
an amended profile of the street, Ordi¬ 
nance No. 21, declaring intention to im¬ 
prove the street by grading, oiling and 
curbing the same was passed. 

A communication from the board of 
health was received in which it was 
stated that no health officer had been 
appointed; and also making recommend¬ 
ations in several sanitary matters. The 
board, through Mr. Bechtilheimer, urged 
that every possible precautionary meas¬ 
ure be taken to prevent the spread of 
tuberculosis, recommending that per¬ 
sons afflicted with this disease be com¬ 
pelled to register, so as to be under the 
direct supervision of the board of health, 
and also that the ordinance prohibiting 
expectoration in public places be strict¬ 
ly enforced. 

Mr. Bechtelheimer said statistics show 
that 65 per cent of the fatal cases of tu¬ 
berculosis in Los Angeles were of 
people who had contracted the disease 
there. 

An ordinance was introduced, read 
aud referred to committee, fixing a zone 
wi^in which it will not be lawful to 


erect or maintain any sanitarium or hos¬ 
pital for the treatment of contagious 
diseases. This will probably be fixed at 
one mile from the intersection of Cen¬ 
tral and Baldwin avenues. 

City Attorney Haas was instructed 
to prepare an ordinance calling a special 


election to determine the hotel liquor 
license question. This will be intro¬ 
duced at the next meeting of the board. 

City Marshal Caley was directed to 
enforce compliance with the terms of 
the ordinance requiring fire extinguish¬ 
ers and water standpipes in hotels and 
public buildings, and also of the ordi¬ 
nance regulating tent houses. 

Mr. J. H. Wright reported complaints 
having been made of the noise caused 
by the exhausts of certain gasoline en¬ 
gines, and asked that mufflers be placed 
upon them. 


LIFE’S WORK ENDED. 

Mrs. H. C. Austin of Los Angeles Dies 
at Home of Daughter. 


Mrs. H. C. Austin, wife of Judge 
Austin of Los Angeles, died Tuesday 
at the home of her daughter, Mrs. 
George Sinsabaugh, Baldwin avenue, 
this city, after an illness of several 
weeks’ duration. Shortly before the 
end Mr.s. .^styOwas apparently im¬ 
proving and h^es/were .entertained 
for her ultimate rettery.a re¬ 
lapse followed and she s^n passed 
away. The husband, their daughter, 
Mrs. Sinsabaugh, and TWa HUllS, Clmiles 
and Harry, were at the bedside when 
the end came. Interment was at Rose- 
dale cemetery, Los Angeles. The fam¬ 
ily have lived in Los Angeles for many 
years. Mrs. Austin was about seventy 
y^ears of age. 

The Los Angeles courts adjournd at 
noon Wednesday as a token of respect 
to the memory of Mrs. Austin.

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is built. The older variety seen at Eaton 
canyon and near the foot of Wilson trail 
is compact and dull red in color; the 
later wash is li «ht colored sands and 
jJravels, such as is beini^ deposited by 
present streams. The material removed 
from the Sierra Madre mountains and 
deposited in the valley rests upon rock 
bottom far below sea level. Near Mon¬ 
rovia the thickness of unconsolidated 
alluvial wash may reach 4000 feet. If 
the material deposited in the San Gabriel 
valley by the canyon streams could be 
replaced on the mountains, the valley 
would appear as a depressed low land, 
diversified by ridges and by valleys, 
reaching far below sea level. The Sierra 
Madre mountains on the other hand, 
would be much higher than now, the 
canyons would be filled, and a snow 
covered mass would stand as a great ob¬ 
long block towering above the sunken 
basin to the south. 

The Sierra Madre mountains are per¬ 
haps the oldest highlands in Southern 
California, but they are geologically 
new. During late Tertiary time, the 
San Gabriel valley was occupied by the 
sja, and the mountains, including the 
slopes near the village, were slowly 
emerging. The larger features of the 
geology were determined at that date, 
but the details of erosion which consti¬ 
tute the chief charm of the local scen¬ 
ery, are the work of the atmosphere, and 
the streams, which are carving hill and 
valley into intricate pleasing forms.

Geology of Sierra Madre. 

The following article relating to the 
geology of Sierra Madre mountains and 
that of the village itself is taken from 
the Dictionary of Sierra Madre, which 
in turn is indebted to Professor Gregory 
of Yale for this information. 

The minutely carved Sierra Madre 
range, with its precipitous borders and 
its wilderness of deeply cut, short, nar¬ 
row canyons, and the broad San Gabriel 
valley, with its sloping plains of allu¬ 
vial deposits are the topographic con¬ 
trols which determine the scenic feat¬ 
ures of the village of Sierra Madre. 

The mountain mass and the valley 
owe their existence to movements in 
the earth’s crust along lines of fracture. 
Such a line of fracture, or fault, irregu¬ 
lar and much obscured, extends along 
the southern face of the Sierra Madre 
mountains and forms the boundary be¬ 
tween the mountains and the San Gabriel 
valley. The faulting which produced 
this marked change in topography was 
not a sudden movement, but a long con¬ 
tinued process. The San Gabriel basin 
slowly sank and warped into shape, and 
the Sierra Madres at the same time grad¬ 
ually attained their height. Further¬ 
more, during all the stages of mountain 
building, streams were at work putting 
down highlands and filling depressions. 

The Sierra Madre mountains consist 
of igneous and metamorphic rock, the 
Puente hills of folded shales and sand¬ 
stones, while the valley between is 
strewn with bowlders, gravel and sand, 
which are fragments of the bedrock from 
the surrounding highlands. The pre¬ 
vailing rock types used for walls and 
foundations, or lying in the stream beds 
of Bailey and Santa Anita canyons, are 
granodiorites and gneisses, which make 
up the main mass of the Sierra Madres.

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IRRIGATION CONGRESS. 


California Delegates to National Con¬ 
vention in Sacramento, Sept. 2. 


To Make Them Grow. 


When the representatives of the fifty- 
seven counties of California assembled 
in semi-annual session at the meeting 
of the counties committee of the Cal¬ 
ifornia Promotion Committee, at Peta¬ 
luma, last June, they determined that 
the whole state of California should 
use its utmost endeavor to make the 
National Irrigation Congress, which is 
to convene in Sacramento on September 
2 next, a great success.

Sentence Christian Scientist. 

Thirty days in jail is the sentence 
imposed by Justice McKean, Duel And 
Mayo on Clarence W. Byrhe, a Christian 
Scientist, who permitted his six-year- 
old daughter, Viola, to die of bronchial 
pneumonia for lack of medical treat¬ 
ment, in New York recently. The 
justices handed down a lengthy de¬ 
cision in which they said that the case 
was of unusual importance as the facts 
were not in dispute, the defendant 
having admitted that he had no faith in 
medical services and that he would as 
soon have a rattlesnake in his home as 
a physician. In the course of its re¬ 
marks the court said that there had not 
been another case of a similar nature 
before it for twenty years, owing to the 
deterrent effect of a heavy sentence then 
passed in a similar case. It determined 
therefore to punish Byrne severely, in 
order that his sentence might also act 
as a warning. Byrne will carry the 
case to the United States supreme court 
if necessary. His counsel has given 
of appeal already.
